W. P. Taylor Returns. 


A FIVE MONTHS’ TRIP. 


i 


W. P. Taylor, who in February last 
entered into an arrangement with the town 
to exp'ore for a route from Edmonton to 
Pelly river, returned on Tuesday, Aug. 2nd. 
Mr. Taylor left Edmenton on Feb. 25th by 
dogtrain. At Lesser Slave lake he engaged 
Harry Garbett, who had made the trip 
from the Peace to the Liard with Jack 
Graham and an Indian hunter. Following 
are principal dates of the trip. 

Peace River Crossing, March 15th. 

Head of east branch of Nelson Mar. 30th. 

Fort Nelson, April 8th. 

Crossed Liard at site of Toad river post, 
April 14th. Snow gone and river open. 

Took route up Crow river, 100 miles, over 
divide to La Biche river, 40 miles. Followed 
up La Biche river, 60 miles, erossed divide 
to head of Frances lake, 40 miles, and 
crossed divide to Pelly river, below Pelly 
lakes, 40 miles, reaching the Pelly on May 
2ist. Indian trail all the way. 

Went one day down Pelly, on raft, 
returned by land. 

Left Pelly on May 23rd. Returned over 
Crow river route to Liard, reaching Toad 
river on June 26th. 


Kept between Nelson river and meun- 
tains until crossing of west branch of Nel- 
son, 40 miles beiow where Ogilvie left it, 
on July 4th. Crossed Hay river, and then 
Pine river, 40 miles from St. John, reaching 
St John on July 11th, six days travel from 
west branch of Nelson ever good trail. 


From St. John he came on a raft to Peace 
River Crossing, and with horses from Peace 
River to Edmonton by the Slave lake trail. 

The journey from Edmonten to Pelly 
river and back to St. John was made with 
the help of dogs only, depending for food 
on game killed. 


Mr. Taylor declared the route travelled 
practicable for horses throvghout, but pre- 
fers the route from St. John to the Liard 
over that from Peace River Crossing direct 
to the Liard.

FORT GRAHAM. 

Dr, Fawcett and nine other mem- 
bers of the Good Hope prospecting 
party arrived from Findlay river and 
Fort St John on Sunday. The ex- 
perience of this party is in sharp con- 
trast with that of many other parties 
in regard to their horses. The party 
started out from Edmonton with 26 
men and 74 horses and they took 73 
of the horses through to” Fort St. 
John with them, reaching there in 
good condition. Forty of these horses 
were sent on to Fort Graham and 
reached there before July Ist. The 
remainder were rought back to Peace 
river crossing where a number were 
sold; and some sixteen brought right to 
Edmonton, still in fair condition and 
without sore backs. The horse that 
was lost got a splinter in one hoof 
when in the Deer Mountains and had 
to be killed. The party were chiefly 
from Grand Forks, Dakota, outfitted 
entirely at Edmonton and left here in 
February. They took the direct trail 
to Slave lake which then had not been 
completed to Swan fiver. They help- 
ed to cut out the remainder of the 
trail to Swan river and then went 
down that river to Lesser Slave lake. 
They took double teams with loaded 
bob sleighs from Edmonton to Dun- 
vegan, making the distance from 
Peace river crossing to Dunvegan on 
the ice of the river. The whole secret 
of their success with their horses was 
that they understood from the start 
that their success depended on their 
horses. Therefore they took all the 
horse feed they could with them, gave 
their horses every possible chance to 
feed, and used them judiciously. 
While other parties had their horses 
tied to trees for fear of their straying 
away this party night herded theirs 
so that they had all the chance pos- 
sible to feed, and besides they were 
careful not to lie up any place except 
where the horses could get feed. 


Spring was too near when the party 
had reached Dunvegan to allow of 
further progress with slzighs, so they 
packed what supplies they could on 
the horses, sending them by trail to 
St. John, and took the balance by 
boat. The pack trail from Dunvegan 
to St. John is good, with the exception 
of one muskeg, and can be made with 


light packs in seven days, distance by. 


land 160 miles, by water 125 miles. 
Twelve days with packs is fair time 
from Dunvegan to St. John. On 
reaching St. John it became plain, Ist 
that the geological formation east of 
the Rockies did not admit of the pos- 
sibility of striking anything big, and 
that therefore the party would have 
to push on much farther than was 
originally expected; 2nd, That the 
necessary food allowance per man had 
been underestimated. Under the 
circunstanves it was decided that it 
would be best to divide the party, 
some to goon and some to go back, 
the total supplies being handed over 
to those selected to go on. In this 
way those who went on were assured 
of having enough supplies to take 
them to Pelly river if necessary and to 
enahle them to prospect to advantage 
when they got there. Five members 
of the party were selected and sent 
on at once with two years supplies to 
Fort Graham by the Laurier pass. 
They reached Graham on the Findlay 
before July Ist, making the trip from 
St. John in ten or twelve days. An- 
other party of five similarly outfitted 
were sent over the same route some 
time afterwards, The intention was 
that these parties should follow up 
the yalley in which the. Findlay lies, 
between the Rockies and the gold 
range, to the head waters of that 
river, and on to the head of Black 
river, which lies in the same valley 
and flows northward to the Liard. 
If practicable and necessary they 
would follow the Black river and 
Liard to the Pelly, prospecting by the 
way. About 125 men were at Fort 
Graham at last accounts intending to 
follow this course ; so that if a trail 
does not exist now there is a fair 
probability of one being made during 
this summer. 

Dr. Fawcett and a number of the 
party packed from St. John to Hud- 
son’s Hope, 50 miles, and across the 
Rocky Mountain portage, 12 miles.

He describes the pack trail from St. 
John to Halfway river, 25 miles, as 
very good, but from Halfway river to 
Hudson’s Hope there are several 
tremendous gorges tocross. The trail 
to Fort Graham forks off to the north- 
west and goes up Halfway river to 
the Laurier pass. The Rocky Moun- 
tain portage—to avoid a great canon 
on the Peace,—is an excellent road, 
being suitable for pack horses or for 
the use of carts. Numbers of Klon- 
dikers hauled their boats on wheels

etre up Peace, through the 
Rocky Mountains to the mouth of the 
Findlay and up the Findlay to the 
mouth of the Omenica, prospecting by 
the way. The tracking up the Peace 
was excellent. The Parle pas rapid 
and Findlay rapid were no serious 
obstruction. The riyer in this stretch 
would be excellent for steamboating, 
except for the two rapids mentioned ; 
the first at the eastern edge of the 
Rockies and the second at their west- 
ern edge, just below the junction of 
the Findlay and the Parsnip. Pos- 
sibly a steamer could get over these 
rapids as they are, as there is plenty 
of water; but certainly one could if 
they were slightly improved by blast- 
ing. The Findlay is also navigable 
for some distance above Fort Graham, 
a total distance of about 75 miles 
from its junction with the Parsnip. 

The geological formation of the 
Rockies showed no indication of gold, 
and the gold on the bars of the Peace 
and Findlay did not offer sufficient 
inducements to the miners. The 
streams coming into the Findlay from 
the west rising in the gold range, had 
indications of gold. While Dr. Faw- 
cett was on the Findlay three boat 
loads of Klondikers went up the 
Omenica to the old mines on Manson 
and Germansen Creeks; and reports 
stated that a very large number had 
also reached that district by pack 
trail from Ashcroft. When Dr. 
Faweett returned down the Peace 
three of the party remained there, 
however, to prospect further. 

Dr. Faweett is of the opinion that 
the basins of the Liard and Pelly 
rivers anc the region north of them 
to the Arctic and west of the Rocky 
Mountains is the region which will 
best pay for prospecting. To reach 
this region Dr. Fawcett strongly 
favors the Edmonton routes as com- 
pared with those from the coast. 
After the prospector has made the 
long and expensive trip to the Alaska 
coast and the still more costly trip 
over the passes he is still hundreds of 
miles from the region spoken of, with 
difficult up stream navigation ahead 
of him, and no horses to use in pros- 
pecting up the smeler streams, which 
in all cases are the most likely local- 
ities for rich strikes. The prospector 
without horses in a region of such 
vast “extent might as well be without 
food, or almost without hands. There- 
fore the route which offers the cheap- 
est and most practicable access to 
horses is the best route for prospectors 
The two Edmonton routes which he 
favors are a winter route by Peace 
River and a summer route by the 
Liard. 

Taking the winter route he 
would leave Edmonton in January 
with double teams and bob sleighs, 
he would take the new trail to Lesser 
Slave lake and on to Peace river. He 
would calculate on getting hay at 
several points along the trail under 
the conditions that will prevail during 
the coming winter, and so have sufti- 
cient to keep his horses in good con- 
dition to that point. He would also 
carry abundance of chopped feed, if 
necessary hiring extra teams to haul 
feed to Peace river. From Peace river 
he would follow up the Peace on 
the ice to Hudson’s Hope. 
no impediment for this distance; the 
length of the trail is less than by land. 
Of course there are no hills ; there is 
no chance of missing the trail; and 
the numerous islands in the Peace he 
says are easy of access from the ice 
and sustain an abundant growth of 
goose grass of which horses are very 
fond, and which if supplemented 
properly and liberally with chopped 
feed would keep them in good condi- 
tion. The Rocky Mountain portage 
offers no obstacles to the passage of 
double sleighs. Above the portage 
he would take to the river sgain and 
pass through the Rocky Mountains on 
the ice, the islands still continuing. 
On reaching the Findlay he would 
turn up that river to Fort Graham or 
to the foot of the canon beyond if the 
ive held out so long. This trip, a dis- 
tance of about 600 to 700 miles, can 
be madein the manner described in 
six to seven weeks, At Fort Graham 
he would await spring and then 
pack from "there northward up the 
Findlay and down the Black river to 
the Liard or northwestward to the 
Dease, as the case might be. By tak- 
ing this course the prospector would 
be at the entrance to the known gold- 
bearing region at the opening of spring 
with a full outfit of supplies and 
plenty of horses. He then could put 
in the whole summer prospecting. 
The trouble with the parties who start- 
ed out last winter was that on account 
of the trail to Slave lake not being 
cut out they lost so much time and so 
many horses in that part of their trip 
that spring caught them before they 
had reached anywhere near what 
should he the base of supplies for 
their summer’s work. Some, however, 
did, even under the difficulties exist- 
ing last winter, take double sleighs to 
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the head of the Rocky Mountain 
portage. With the trail cut out to 
Slave lake and with hay along that 

rt of the route, as there certainly 
will be, it will be easier to reach Fort 
Graham next winter than it was to 
reach the Recky mountain portage 
last winter. At the same time the 
Dr. says that if supplies at anything 
like a fair price and in sufficient 
quantity can be assured at Fort 
Graham or even at St. John it would 
never pay prospectors to take their 
own supplies. 

The summer route which he recom- 
mends is to take supplies by boat 
down the Athabasca, Slave and Mac- 
kenzie rivers to the mcuth of the 
Liard, and then up the Liard to the 
foot of the rapids above the mouth of 
the Nelson. At the same time that 
the supplies were being taken by 
water, sufficient horses for the use of 
the party afterwards could be driven 
overland without loads by way of 
Peace and Nelson rivers. The horses 
could then be packed and the streams 
coming into the Liard from the north- 
west could be followed to their heads 
and the divide between the waters of 
the Liard and the Pelly crossed. The 
bank of the creeks flowing either way 
from this divide offer the best geologi- 
cal indications of gold in paying 
quantities existing in the whole coun- 
try. In this case as in the other sup 
plies can be forwarded cheaper by 
professional freighters and business 
men to the base of prospecting opera- 
tions on the Liard than by prospectors, 
and it will always pay the prospector 
better to give any reasonable price,— 
provided he is sure of getting enough 
at the price—than to freight for him- 
self. 

The exploration for a trail from 
Fort St. John to the Nelson now be- 
ing made by A. McFee, for the North- 
west government will be as necessary 
and valvable a link in this route, if 
found practicable and followed up by 
work, as the new Slave lake trail is on 
both the routes outlined. 

An item of information that may be 
useful to other travellers is that the 
party carried all their provisions in 50 
pound sacks which were encased in 
an outer sack made waterproof with a 
preparation of oil and lampblack. The 
advantage of having absolutely water- 
proof parcels is easily appreciated, 
but the mice are almost as great a 
pest to the packer as rainy weather, 
and it was an excellent thing to be 
protected from both as mice would not 
touch the sacks protected by lamp 
black, 

Summing up the case Dr. Fawcett 
says that the requisites for a prospect- 
ing trip are grit, grub and _ horses. 
Without a full supply of all three no 
man should start. He should also 
have a large stock of common sense, 
and the moe experience the better. 
Of all these the horses are the most 
essential, and therefore should be most 
carefully selected and cared for. Two 
years supplies should be assured at 
the base of operations, as in a coun- 
try of such magnificent distances and 
short seasons, one year is likely to 
pass before’ the experience necessary 
to success is gained. Thirteen men of 
the Good Hope party, half the original 
number, are being kept in the field for 
{wo years, the whole company stand- 
ing an equal share of the expense and 
being entitled to an equal share of the 
profits.

W: Connors, trader, left Fort Smith 
on June 24th. He had gone down 
from Edmonton in May and reached 
Smith on June-Sth. He aided in tak- 
ing down the stern wheel steamer, 
Enterprise, which successfully 
over the three portages at Fort Smith, 
and before he started south was ready 
for her trip to Peel river, a distance 
of 1000 miles of unbroken navigation. 
The screw steamer of the Hendricks 
party of Fargo, was freighted over 
the 16 mile portage on wagons. Also 
the Manchester, a screw steamer, with 
canvas skin. The Minne-ha-ha and 
Garden City were at the Landing 
ready to be taken over the three short 
portages. The Detroit Company’s 
iron propeller was met on Lake Atha- 
basca; the Lillian B. was met, and 
then the two steamers of the Alaska 
Mining Transportation Co., at Sulp- 
hur river. The Annaand Daisy Bell, 
of the Holt party were at McMurray, 
below all the bad rapids of the Atha- 
basca. The Sparrow was still hung 
up on the Grand rapids when Connors 
and Fraser passed, but the sabsequent 
rise of water was quite sufficient to 
take her off if properly handled. The 
Upas was at Athabasca Landing. 
She has been purchased by Mr. Con- 
nors and will be sent north at once, 
to work on the Mackenzie waters be- 
low Fert Smith. Frings and party 
were stuck with their steam launch on 
one of the rapids of Lesser Slave river 
at last accounts, in their effort to 
reach Peace River. 

Six hundred men had passed Fort 
Smith before June 24th and many 
others were met on their way down, 
as Conners and party were coming 
up. All have plenty of time to reach 
the Yukon this season. The Enter- 
prise should be at Peel river now. 
Some of the parties intended to take 
their steamers across from the Peel 
to the Porcupine. Even if this is 
possible it will cause great delay. 

Forty boats came down the Peace 
River. The Wallis party had reached 
Smith rapids safely. 

No late reports had been received 
from parties who had wintered below 
Great Slave lake, but no doubt they 
had gone on as early as possible. 

Great Slave lake opened about June 
16th, which is quite as early as usual. 


J. Dinner and A. Turnbull, who 
wintered at Fort Smith, mate an early 
start for the Yukon, having gone be- 
fore the first boats of the spring came 
down from Edmonton. 

The Hudson’s Bay steamer left 
Fort Smith on June 29th taking a 
tow of »bout twenty-seven boats of 
Klondikers.

LACOMBES CO OPERATIVE 
SOCIETY, LIMITED. 


A public meeting was held in the 
school room in Lacombe on May 28th 
to take into consideratien the advis 
ability of forming a co-operative society 
limited with G. Fletcher, Esq., J. P., 
in the chair, Several plans were dis- 
cussed, but the one advocated by P. 
Makepeace, known as the Rochdale 
Eng., system, was adopted. The great 
feature of the system is one man one 
share, no dividend to be paid upon 
euch share. Dividend is paid only 
upon the amount of purchase by each 
member, quarterly, or half yearly as 
the members may decide; this prevents 
speculators ever getting a hold upon 
the society. A committee was appoint- 
ed to canvass the farmers and give 
addresses in the different schools round. 
On Saturday last the committee con- 
cluded iss labors ; and a public meeting 
was held at 2p. m. togive anyone a 
further chance to join the society ; 
afterwards a meeting was held, at 
which a provisional committee was 
named as follows: G. Fletcher, Esq., 
J. P., Messrs. Chiswell, Reid, Green 
and Makepeace, this committee was 
instructed to procure premises, &c., in 
which to commence operations so as to 
catch the fall trade. We learn that 
the committee decided to purchase 12 
acres of land on which to erect a store 
and other buildings and a pasture for 
the members’ horses and cattle, which 
they intend te handle in the future. 
The society intends affiliating with the 
Manehester Wholesale Co Operative 
Society, Ltd., England, which now 
supplies over. 2,000 retail co-operative 
stores in the British isles. The work 
of building is to commence at once and 
no doubt the premises will be ready in 
a few weeks. If the society succeeds 
as the shareholders say it will the 
system now introduced by the La- 
combe people will in a few years re- 
volutionize the trade of the whole dis- 
trict. By affiliating with the Man- 
chester wholesale society they will be 
able to buy direct from their mills in 
Lancashire, Yorkehire and elsewhere, 
and hope to send there beef and grain 
in return. This is what the Lacombe 
society will endeavor to do in the near 
future. There are many Englishmen, 
including the chairman, who have been 
members of co-operative societies at 
home, and they have every confidence 
in its success. One important poiut is 
they pay no interest for money and 
once asbare is taken up it cannot lapse. 
Most of the big ranchers about here 
have joined, for theyhope toSsecure . a 
better quality. ofgoods ata much less 
price attd then be able to pay a divid- 
end. Mr. Reid is the secretary.

TIMBER DUES. 


The Canada Gazette, of July 23rd, con- 
tains an order-in-council dated July Ist, 
making some changes in the timber 
regulations. 


TIMBER FOR HOMESTEADERS. 


Any occupant of a homestead quarier 
section having no timber of his own suitable 
for the purposes nereunder mentioned, may, 
providing he has not previously obtained a 
free allowance of timber, obtain a permit 
to cut such quantity of building timber, 
fencing timber or fuel as he may require for 
use on the land he owns and occupies, not 
exceeding the following :— 


(a) 3,000 lineal feet of building timber. 
no leg to be over 12 inches at the batt end, 
unless the timber is cut from dry trees, in 
which case timber of any diameter may be 
taken. 


Should the building timber be sawn at a 
mill, the permittee will be entitled to re- 
ceive free of dues 6,750 feet, board measure, 
of lumber therefrom and no more, or in the 
proportion of 225 feet, board meaure, to | 
100 lineal fret of timber manufactured. 

Should the house timber be sawn ata 
mill, payments for sawing must not be 
made by way of toll, as the full quantity 
of lumber cut from the logs must be used 
on the permit-holder’s homestead. 


(b) 400 reof poles to be used for such 
purposes, 
(c) 500 fence posts, 7 feet long and not to 
exceed 5 inches at the small end. 
PERSONS EXEMPTED FROM DUES. 


No Cues are to be exacted from the follow- 
ing classes of persons for timber cut upon 
undisposed Dominion lands; that is to 
Bay :— 

(a) Miners engaged in prospecting when 
holding free miners certificates. 

(b) Travellers. 


(c) Persons engaged in merely scientific 
pursuits or exploring. 

(d) For timber cut for the construction of 
— work, public institutions, and the 

uildings in connection therewith. The 
quantity of timber to be taken nnder per- 
mit free of dues to be determined by the 
minister of the interior, who shall also pre- 
scribe the territory within which it shall be 
cut and by whom,
